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Nearly Eleven Million Women Work 
For Employers in the United States 


But Many of Them Receive 


Very Low Wages, and Those 


Employed in the “Wayside Industry” Are Compelled to 


Exist on Tips Alone 


The important contribution made by working women to the 
industrial life of the United States is not generally realized by 
the public, which frequently lacks adequate statistical informa- 

,tion regarding America’s women toilers. 
From the relatively small number of 2,647,157 gainfully 
a 


employed women in 1880 out of a 
total working population of 17,392,- 
099, the U. S. census bureau re- 
ports that in 1930 the number of 
women workers had increased to 
10,752,116 out of a total gainfully 
employed population of 48,829,920. 


Standing on the census statistics 
that 22 per cent of tne workers who 
toil for the benefit of those who 
own and operate the means for the 
production and _ distribution of 
wealth in the United States are 
women, Miss Mary Anderson, di- 
rector of the women’s bureau of 
the U. S. department of labor since 
its establishment as a statutory bu- 
reau in 1920, in an address before 
the 1937 convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor stressed 
the fact that collecting and making 
available reliable information re- 
garding the conditions under 
which women workers are em- 
ployed is one of the essential func- 
tions of the women’s bureau, and 
disclosed that those who profit 
from the relatively new ‘wayside 
industry,” developed to sell cheap 
food not only along our highways 
but also in cities, pay the women 
who operate these stands “prac- 
tically no wages at all,’ compelling 
them to solicit tips for their serv- 
ices. 


She also emphasized the low 
wages paid women workers in the 
laundry industry and held that 
minimum wage legislation is essen- 
tial for the protection of the in- 
creasing number of gainfully em- 
ployed women. 

“It is always a pleasure to come 
to the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor,” Miss Ander- 
son said, “I am always looking for- 
ward to say a few words in behalf 
of the women workers of the coun- 
try. 

“We have in the United States 
today nearly 11,000,000 women gain- 
fully employed. Out of those 11,- 
000,000 there are nearly 5,000,000 
that are employed in the mantfac- 
turing and selling trade. Those are 
the women workers that you and 
I and those of us who think about 
them are concerned with.

CAMPAIGN UNDER 
WAY T0 CUT HEART 
QUT OF LABOR LAW 


Tory Senator Burke “Trigger” 
Man for Bosses; Circulate 
Vicious Attacks 


Congress has adjourned, but ene- 
mies of the Wagner-Connery Na- 
tional Labor Relations act have 
not. They are conducting a nation 
wide campaign to have the heart 
cut out of that law through a series 
of tricky amendments at the next 
session of congress, says Budd L. 
McKillips in Labor, 

Anti-labor interests are prepared 
to spend millions of dollars to 
hamstring this legislation, and 
enormous expenditures are already 
being made to flood the country 
with vicious propaganda against 
the law. 

Full-page advertisements, cost- 
ing thousands of dollars, are ap- 
pearing in various daily newspa- 
pers as part of the drive to cripple 
the measure. Speeches made by 
Senator Edward R. Burke, reac- 
tionary democrat from Nebraska 
and congressional “trigger man” 
for big business, are being mailed 
by the ton to anti-labor employers, 
bankers and other interests anxious 
to have the law reduced to an in- 
nocuous scrap of paper. 

Vicious Attacks Circulated 

During the session of congress 
just adjourned, Burke made sev- 
eral vicious onslaughts against the 
law and the national labor rela- 
tions board, but failed to rally any 
senatorial support behind him. Vir- 
tually every charge he made 
against the law and the NLRB has 
been knocked down by facts, but 
his speeches are now being circu- 
lated by big business as “gospel 
truth.” 

As a matter of fact, court records 
and NLRB statistics show there is 
not an honest sentence in any one 
of Burke’s attacks, McKillips said.

was inaugurated, was given several 
different things to do. One was to 
create policies for the effective em- 
ployment of women, and another 
was to investigate and find out un- 
der what conditions women are em- 
ployed. We have been trying to do 
that now for a number of years, 
and the information that we have 
been gathering has been used con- 
tinually by the trades union move- 
ment in setting standards and in 
knowledge of what the women 
workers were doing, the wages 
they were receiving and the condi- 
tions they were employed under. 
That information is always at your 
service. 


“We have made investigations at 
the request of international offi- 
cers of certain unions where wom- 
en are predominately employed, 
and I know that that information 
has been used to good purpose. 

“Then, too, we have been very 
much interested in legislation for 
women throughout the country. 
Tips for Hot Dog 
Stand Attendants 

“For instance, we have at the 
present time a large industry, a 
gigantic industry, that has come to 
the fore in the last few years, par- 
ticularly since the automobile has 
been used so extensively. 

“Mr. Flore (president of the hotel 
and restaurant employees’ interna- 
tional alliance and bartenders’ in- 
ternational league of America) 
would know all about that industry. 
That is what we call the wayside 
industry. That is what we used to 
call the hot dog industry, but we 
call it now the wayside industry. 

“They carry on in the cities as 
well as in the country. They sell 
very cheap food; it is curb service, 
and the women employed to a 
great extent in that industry are 
receiving practically no wages at 
all. They have to depend upon the 
tips they are able to get. 

“Those tips, as you can readily 
see, are very small, because if a 
person buys 10 cents, 15 cents, or 
25 cents’ worth of food at the curb, 
surely the tip would not be more 
than 5 cents, if they received a tip 
at all, They have to furnish uni- 
forms and keep the uniforms in or- 
der. They have to be good looking 
girls. In winter they cannot put on 
their coats to serve at the curb be- 
cause they must show their fine 
uniforms. 

Minimum Wage 
Standard Desired 

“It is not for those who can take 
care of themselves through the 
trade union movement, but for 
those who need a floor under their 
wages and a ceiling over their 
hours, It is for that reason some of 
us are very concerned about get- 
ting certain legislation for women 
only. We would like to see it ex- 
tended for men; but if the men 
don’t want it, it is not necessary 
for us to ask for it.” 


WATERFRONT PAPER 
BADLY IN THE RED 


An admitted flop as a newspaper 
publisher, the Maritime Federation 
of the Pacific haggled all this week 
about how to put out a paper. 

The federation’s organ, The Voice 
of the Federation, has lost about 
$10,000 in the last year. It dropped 
circulation through factional dis- 
putes, it dropped advertising when 
a warehouseman was made adver- 
tising manager. 

The delegates finally agreed they 
should have a newspaper at all 
costs, considered putting a 35 cent 
assessment up to a federation ref- 
erendum. Other attendant prob- 
lems were turned back to commit- 
tees or referred to incoming offi- 
cers.

Government Employment 


Of Aliens Restricted 


The legislation enacted by the 
recent session of congress prohib- 
iting the employment by the United 
States government of aliens who 
had not filed their intention of be- 
coming American citizens prior to 
May 23 was applied here in the 
dismissal from the social security 
board of George W. K. Grange, a 
British citizen who came to the 
United States in 1927. He was em- 
ployed by the board as an actuary. 
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Workers Their Rights 

“Collective bargaining is here to 
stay,” declared Postmaster Gen- 
eral James A. Farley, chairman of 
the democratic national committee, 
before the institute of public af- 
fairs at the University of Virginia. 
His address went out to the coun- 
try over a nation-wide ‘‘hook-up.” 

Farley vigorously replied to at- 
tacks on the “New Deal.” Endur- 
ing prosperity, he declared, could 
only be secured when all elements 
cooperated. 


“Unfortunately,” he continued, 
“the attitude—not, perhaps of busi- 
ness as a whole, but of that group 
which arrogates to itself the privi- 
lege of talking for the whole com- 
mercial establishment—is that co- 
operation must mean an abandon- 
ment of the measures necessary for 
the protection of workers and con- 
sumers, and, in short, a return to 
conditions as they were before the 
great crash of 1929.” 


GREEN SEEKS REVISION 
OF WAGNER LABOR ACT 


President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor said 
today the federation was deter- 
mined to obtain amendment of the 
Waener labor relations act because 
it was being applied “in a way we 
never dreamed about.” 


Green, addressing the sixty- 
seventh annual convention of the 
Glass Bottle Blowers’ association, 


this week, said the AFL “is wholly 
and fuily responsible for the en- 
actment of the Wagner act” and 
that “no loud-mouthed representa- 
tive of a duel union can claim any 
credit for it.” 

Green said that ‘‘we and Senator 
(Robert F.) Wagner drafted the 
act and supported it, and no other 
movement can claim credit for its 
enactment.” 


RADIO MUST GIVE ALL 
CANDIDATES “BREAK” 


Hard and fast rules for the guid- 
ance of radio broadcasting stations 
during political campaigns were 
laid down this week by the federal 
communications commission, 

The most important is a stern 
decree against all attempts to cen- 
sor speeches. To give every candi- 
date an “even break,” rates must 
be uniform. If a candidate is given 
“time,” all other aspirants for the 
same must get similar treatment.

“Professor Felix Frankfurter, an 
outstanding educator whom I re- 
gard as a great philosopher, econ- 
omist, and recognized legal author- 
ity, made a most significant state- 
ment a short time ago which di- 
rectly bears upon this question. He 
declared: 


“ ‘Maintenance of our democratic 
society and the promotion of the 
good life for the body of our peo- 
ple are indissolubly linked with a 
united, responsible, disciplined, 
and generously inspired organiza- 
tion of wage earners.’ 


“This point of view so convinc- 
ingly expressed by Professor 
Frankfurter is pretty generally ac- 
cepted now. 

Right to Organize Is Won 

“Collective bargaining is the log- 
ical outcome of organization. We 
must first have organization be- 
fore we can have collective bar- 
gaining. 

“The fight for the recognition of 
the principle of organization and 
collective bargaining has been won. 
It was the climax to the struggle 
of the workers over a long period 
of years for public as well as gov- 
ernmental recognition of the right 
to organiize and bargain collec- 
tively.

Workers Must Be Free 

“Employers of labor should now 
adjust themselves to this new legal 
and economic policy. Working men 
and women should be free and 
should be accorded the right to en- 
joy the economic and organiza- 
tional freedom they have won, We 
have passed from the old order 
which provided for an individual 
relationship between employer and 
employe to that of a new policy of 
democracy in industry, economic 
freedom and collective bargaining. 
Reasoning Substituted 
For Force 

“All can make a contribution 
toward the development of a better 
human relationship in industry, 
cooperation between employer and 
employe and the promotion of in- 
dustrial peace if all groups accept 
the new order, yielding to the in- 
evitable and conforming to both the 
spirit and letter of the law of the 
land. 

“This means something more 
than the mere question of collec- 
tive bargaining. It means the sub- 
stitution of responsibility for irre- 
sponsibility, self-discipline for non- 
restraint, a sense of obligation for 
indifference and the conference 
room for the strike field. 

“To a very large degree intelli- 
gence, facts and sound reasoning 
must be substituted for force and 
domination in the solution of eco- 
nomic, industrial and social prob- 
lems which grow out of the rela- 
tionship existing between employer 
and employe, 

Right to Strike Is 
Fundamental 

“Through the pursuit of such a 
policy industrial strife and strikes 
can be reduced to a minimum. 
Strikes will never be eliminated 
entirely in democratically con- 
trolled nations where people are 
both economically and _ politically 
free. The right to strike against 
injustice and for mutual protection 
and advancement is as fundamen- 
tal as is the right to own, control 
and manage property in a capital- 
istic country. 

Collective Bargaining 
Decreases Warfare 

“The acceptance of collective 
bargaining eliminates one of the 
principal causes of industrial war- 
fare. It settles the question of 
union recognition and satisfies the 
longing and desire of working peo- 
ple to openly organize into trade 
unions, 

“Thus, through the creation of a 
consciousness of equality of bar- 
gaining power and democracy in 
the relationship between employer 
and employes a changed state of 
mind is created and a reciprocal 
relationship based upon confidence 
and a feeling of security is estab- 
lished, 

“Organization and collective bar- 
gaining means that an army of 
disciplined workers who are repre- 
sented by selected leaders in whom 
they have faith is substituted for 
individualism with its contradic- 
tory point of view. 

“The restraint of collective judg- 
ment formed through a considera- 
tion of all facts which may bear 
upon any question arising out of 
the relationship of employer and 
employe and the influence of sound 
counsel and advice offered by 
trained and experienced leaders all 
tend toward the reduction of 
strikes and strife to the lowest 
possible point,

Vote at the Primary Election in A ugust 
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Wage and Hour Act Violation Penalties 


If sizable financial penalties plus jail terms for violation of 
federal labor laws are influential in persuading employers to 
obey them, the government of the United States will not be 
required to prosecute many people for violation of the federal 
wages and hours act. 

The act prohibits employers in industries coming under its 
scope from paying employes less than 25 cents an hour for the 
first year after it becomes effective and less than 30 cents an 
hour for subsequent years with the minimum wage reaching 49 
cents an hour by at least 1945. The maximum hours are fixed at 
44 per week for the first year, 42 for the second year and 40 
hours thereafter, 

There is also a provision barring the shipment in commerce 
of any goods in the production of which children under 16 years 
of age are employed. 

In addition there is a drastic prohibition against the willful 
discharge or discrimination against any employe for having filed 
any complaint charging violation of the act or for testifying in 
any case under the act. 

All of these and other violations are prohibited under section 
15. The penalties for violations are set forth in section 16, the 
first subsection of which reads as follows: 

“Any person who willfully violates any of the provisions of 
section 15 shall, upon conviction thereof, be subject to a fine of 
not more than $10,000, or to imprisonment of not more than six 
months, or both. No persons shall be imprisoned under this 
subsection except for an offense committeed after the conviction 
of such persons for a prior offense under this subsection.” 

In addition, the penalties section stipulates that any em- 
ployer who violates the minimum wages section of the act “shall 
be liable to the employe or employes affected in the amount, as 
determined by the administrator, of their unpaid minimum wages 
or their unpaid compensation as the case may be and in an addi- 
tional equal amount as liquidated damages.” 

Evidently section 16 will exercise a comprehensive influence 
in deterring low-wage and long-hour employers from jumping 
the traces of the federal wages and hours act.

President Roosevelt Signs Bill 
Sponsored by American Federa- 
tion of Government Employes 
Aiding Per Diem and Other 


Groups 


Approximately 75,000 employes of 
the federal government will bene- 
fit from the resolution passed by 
the recent session of congress and 
signed by President Roosevelt pro- 
viding that per-diem, per hour and 
piece-work employes who are pre- 
vented from working, or relieved 
from working, because of the oc- 
currence of a holiday, or because a 
day is declared a holiday by fed- 
eral statute or executive order, 
shall receive the same pay for such 
days as for other days on which 
an ordinary day’s work is per- 


formed, 


The resolution was introduced in 
the house of representatives by 
Representative Ramspeck, chair- 
man of the house civil service com- 
mittee, at the request of the Amer- 
ican federation of government em- 
ployes, which received the assist- 
ance of the American Federation 
of Labor, in piloting the measure 
through both the house of represen- 


tatives and the senate.

Pennsylvania High Court 
Voids 44-Hour-Week Law 


The supreme court of Pennsyl- 
vania decided that the 44-hour 
week law passed by the last ses- 
sion of the state legislature violated 
the state constitution. The law con- 
ferred upon the secretary of labor 
and industry authority to exempt, 
after appropriate hearings, certain 
industries from the provisions of 
the law. The supreme court held 
that this power to grant exemp- 
tions was a delegation of legislative 
authority expressly prohibited by 
the state constitution. The text of 
the law made it effective the first 
of January, but it was never en- 
forced due to the action of long- 
hour employers in challenging its 
constitutionality.

time. 


At the state conference held last 
week at the labor temple, Los An- 
geles, all locals of the craft in the 
entire state were represented. Dur- 
ing the meeting it was decided to 
adopt a uniform union label for 
use on all glass products handled 
by members of the unions. 

The next state convention is 
scheduled to convene at Sacra- 
mento, October 1. 


QUINN'S PLATFORM 
FOR CORONER MOST 
POPULAR, IS CLAIM 


The county coroner’s office, an 
open free-for-all at the August pri- 
maries because of the retirement 
of Grant Miller, has attracted more 
aspirants than any other office in 
county government. There are six 
candidates in the field and aside 
from each of them adopting a dif- 
ferent campaign slogan, all of them 
seem to be standing on the same 
well constructed platform. 

Oakland City Councilman James 
H. Quinn, who sought the same 
office four years ago and who, at 
that time, received in the neighbor- 
hood of 45,000 votes, claims the au- 
thorship of this platform upon 
which all current candidates are 
seeking election. 

“My fight, four years ago,” Quinn 
said, “was based on a definite issue 
that the office of coroner should be 
coordinated and centralized, bring- 
ing the entire office under one 
roof in a county building housing 
the office, laboratory and morgue. I 
stated, at the time, that this cen- 
tralization would promote greater 
efficiency and insure a greater 
economy. I also insisted that the 
office of coroner was essentially 
an administrative office and that 
the coroner should be an aggres- 
sive business man with administra- 
tive experience. The present cor- 
oner, announcing his retirement, 
advocated that very platform in 
the press on April 5th of this year. 
All candidates for the office, at the 
coming election, seem to have 
adopted the main essentials of this 
platform. Of course I am gratified 
that my original analysis of the 
proper conduct of the _ office 
should be given the stamp of ap- 
proval by those who seek the office 
at this election.” 


OPERATING ENGINEERS 
STRIKE AT ETNA, PA. 


The operating engineers’ union, 
Etna, Pa., affiliated with the Am. 
erican Federation of Labor, de- 
clared a strike against the Etna 
municipal light and water plant at 
the conclusion of a three-months’ 
controversy over wages and hours. 

The men involved had _ been 
working a seven-day, 56-hour week 
for $165 a month for engineers and 
$154 a month for firemen. The 
union demanded a six-day, 48-hour 
week at the same pay rate. The 
city council offered to grant the 
shorter work week if the men 
would accept pay cuts of $14 to $15. 
Ten out of 12 men refused to ac- 
cept the council’s terms, and were 
fired by the president of the 
council.

Mississippi WPA Workers 
Benefited By Wage Boost 


The extent to which unskilled 
WPA workers in Mississippi will 


have their living standards raised 
by the recent increase in wages or- 
dered by Works Progress Adminis- 
trator Hopkins by direction of 
President Roosevelt for the south- 
ern states was indicated in the 
statement by Ronald Wall, acting 
state WPA administrator, that the 
wage increases would range from 
$5 to $7 per month. He said the pay 
boost would extend to about 24,000 
workers in Mississippi, approxi- 
mately 65 per cent of those on WPA 
rolls, adding $134,135 to the monthly 
pay roll.
